commitment. This year alone she was 
spotted hanging out with Formula 1 
champion Lewis Hamilton, 30, in LA 
and in Barbados, where they were 
pictured together at carnival.

As we revealed in August, the 
singer had been in New York and 
LA focusing on recording brand 
new tracks. ‘ [She] is not happy with 
the new album,’ her father Ronald 
Fenty revealed in an interview with 
The Sun at the time. ‘She doesn’t know 
which of the 26 songs to use. She’s 
still looking for fresh material. ’ 
‘Rihanna’s worried about its 
reception because she really wants 
this one to do well, ’ adds a pal. ‘She 
needs this boost as she really wants 
2016 to be her big comeback year. ’ 

It’s not like 2015 has been a quiet 
one - this year she’s worked as Creative 
Director of Puma, launched her sixth 
perfume Ri-Ri and directed the music 
video for R ^ ^ Better Have My 
Money.

The New Normal? 

A dating app dedicated to tiireeways has seen its 
number of downloads spike - so is it time to consider 
amenage atrois? Lookinvestigates. . . 




I t’s Saturday night and Joanna*, 23, 
is swiping through her phone. 
‘Nope,’ ‘Yes,’ ‘Definitely’ she 
shouts to Mark* , 24, who is sitting 
next to her, swigging a beer. It may 
look like a standard night in, ‘playing’ 
Tinder with mates. But Mark isn’t 
Joanna’s friend, he’s her boyfriend 
- and they’re on 3nder, an app 
dedicated to finding like-minded 
people to have threesomes with. 

With more than 700,000 3nder users 
worldwide, it won’t be long until 
Joanna and Mark find the perfect 
companion for their ‘sexy night in’ . 

The so-called ‘Tinder for threesomes’ 
was launched last year, but its popularity 
has ramped up in recent months with 
17,000 new downloads each week. 
Whether you’re single and looking 
for a night with a couple, or in a 
relationship and like the idea of 
someone joining you, you can create 
your profile, list your interests and get 
swiping. ‘The majority of people on 
the app are under 35 - and sexually 
adventurous,’ says Dimo Trifono, 25,

creator of 3nder. ‘But we also ask 
that people list their interests - both 
sexual and general. We want people 
to go on and see others like them. ’ 

From a quickLook test of the app, 
it is indeed full of young, attractive 
people, some new to threesomes, 
others more experienced who are just 
looking for a fun evening. From their 
smiling, gorgeous profile pics and fun 
introductions, the app has taken the 
threesome fantasy and turned it into 
a very appealing reality But can having 
sex with more than one person ever be 
without complications? 

‘Some of my friends can’t believe 
I can watch the man I love have sex 
with another women and not get 
jealous. But it works for us. However, 
we have come across couples for 
whom it’s been a really bad idea, ’ 
says Joanna, a personal assistant from 
Hertfordshire. ‘We’ve been together 
four years and had our first threesome 
after six months as we both fancied it. 

I was looking forward to having sex 
with a woman - it was something I had 
always thought about. I wasn’t sure 
how I’d react to seeing Mark with 
someone else so we set some ground 
rules , like stopping the ^ a 

moment either of us feels 
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uncomfortable. But I really enjoyed it. 
Now we hardly have any rules as we 
trust each other so much - we have a 
couple of female friends who we see 
regularly and it’s added a new dynamic 
to our sex life that’s made us closer. ’ 
And it’s not just couples who are 
becoming more open to the idea. 
Recently the rise of apps like 3nder 
mean more single women are meeting 
up with a couple or friends for passionate 
nights where they can be the guest star. 

‘I got chatting to a woman at a 
party and somehow we got onto sex,’ 
recalls Victoria* , 24, a barmaid from 
Leeds. ‘I was so naive I didn’t know she 
was coming on to me - even though 
she pointed her boyfriend out and 
asked me what I thought! It became 
clear when she kissed me.

It was amazing, but different from 
what I expected - the only shocking 
moment was seeing the pair of them 
have sex.

And while 
I can’t speak for all British Muslim 
women, I am guessing they feel it 
too - the tense, tight atmosphere 
that’s occurred since the Paris 
terrorist attacks. 

And it’s not paranoia. Violence 
against Muslims has starkly risen 
in the UK in the past few months, 
including a woman wearing a hijab 
being pushed into the path of an 
oncoming tube train. Thankfully, 



she only had minor injuries but that 
doesn’t make it any less terrifying. 

My friends and I now stand with our 
backs against the walls. When you’re 
wearing a hijab - something that 
proudly shows off your religion 
-you can’t help but feel scared. 

And I don’t want to feel afraid. 

It’s ridiculous that I should have to. 
What these terrorists did has nothing 
to do with me, nothing to do with my 
family, nothing to do with my friends. 
I shouldn’t have to explain that to 
people but sadly I do. It’s a real 
shame as it’s actually a brilliant time 
to be a British Muslim woman. I run 
a lifestyle blog with my sister, which 
we work on alongside our jobs. 

I work in local government and my 
sister is a barrister - Muslim women 
are so diverse, we’re making waves 
in our careers and we’re more 
confident than we’ve ever been. 
We’re not used to feeling like victims.
